The money has been 
called "surplus," but the 
description is a little mis- 
leading. It was collected 
through taxes on motorists and 
the only reason the extra 
amount is still in the Trust Fund 
to that it has not been sent back 
to the states when, according 
to (he law, it should have bean 
spent." 


Following this* Aimmary 


DuVall raises the question: Did 
President Nixon, who pre- 
viously went on record as 
favoring the raid on the Trust 
Fund, have a hand in killing it ? 


DuVall may have something. 


Here's the crux of his report: 


"The compromise measure 


was approved in the Senate and 
was brought up in the House at 
a late hour. Rep. John Myers

The price for the 11-item pro- 


gram, which would be financed 
from a projected state revenue 
surplus of 901.1 million, was 
010.0 million. 


This also was the first time 


the governor had given a figure 
on projection of the surplus. He 
said the projection, which in- 
cludes funds from the federal 


revenue-sharing act, was con- 
servative and subject to adjust- 
ment after another two months 
of 
revenue-collection 
ex- 


perience. 


In outlining his program, 


which contained no surprises, 
before the Arkansas Legislative 
Council, Bumpers said a reason 
the projection was conservative 
was that it was based on offi- 
cial expectations of "a dramat- 
ic leveling off" of record reve- 
nue collections. 


Bumpers told the council, 


which began budget hearings in 


preparation for the legislative 
session, that state funds avail- 
able for regular operations of 
state agendas and institutions 
would be up by 100.3 million for 
the first year of the biennium 
beginning next July 1. 


The governor said state agen- 


cy requests for additional oper- 
ating funds for the year would 
total about $125 million and 
would require substantial cut- 
ting. Bumpers said he could not 
justify many of the requests.

ating funds, he said he would 
like to spend $4-2 million to be- 
gin a statewide public kinder- 
garten program, 12.4 million to 
implement a statewide commu- 
nity junior college program and 
|3 million to increase state em- 
ploye salaries. He discussed 
salary increases of 6 per cent. 


Bumpers said he had not 


completed his review of re- 
quests for capital improvement 
funds from the surplus and 
would make additions to his 
own recommendations later. 


Earlier in the day, it was dis- 


closed that the individual state 
agency requests for surplus 
funds totaled 192,787,113. The 
requests duplicated some of 
Bumpers' own proposals but 
left others out. 


Renovation and expansion of 


the Uniersity of Arkansas Medi- 
cal Center at Little Rock was 
the major single capital project 
recommended by Bumpers. He 
proposed a state expenditure of 
$15 million, which would be 
matched with federal funds. 


Bumpers said he wanted 


some "guaranteed assurance" 
from the center that it intends 
to use the appropriation to help 


solve rural health problems. 


There has been criticism of 


the Medical Center that it is 
oriented toward turning out 
specialists and not family doc- 
tors. A movement is under way 
for creation of a second medi- 
cal school to train doctors who 
would serve in rural areas. 


The governor's recommenda- 


tions also included f 10 million 
for the acquisition of easements 
to scenic wilderness and wet- 
land areas or outright purchase 
of the land. He also proposed 
spending f 10 million for a state 
office buildling, which he sug- 
gested could house a state li- 
brary, a state archieves and 
the state Employment Security 
Division, among others. 


Bumpers said the money 


could be used to pay increased 
operating costs of expanded 
programs if revenues fall short 
of the amount needed and pro- 
vide a "cushion" if federal 
funds are discontinued on a 
program the state feels should 
be continued.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Air Force has ruled out further 
disciplinary action against Maj. 
Gen. John D. Lavelle, saying 
the general's firing as com- 
mander of the 7th Air Force 
was punishment enough for last 
winter's unauthorised bombing 
of North Vietnam. 


Court-martial charges lodged 


against Lavelle by a junior offi- 
cer were dismissed Tuesday by 
Secretary of the Air Force Rob- 
ert Charles Seamans Jr. 


The Air Force said Seamans 


acted "after thorough investi- 
gation and review of ail facts 
and material in connection with 
the matter." 


But the officer who brought 


the charges, 1st Lt. Delbert R. 
Terrill Jr., called the dismissal 
"a slap in the face to every sol- 
dier who has ever worn the 
American uniform." 


"The whole handling of this 


affair has been an indictment 
against the military ethic," 
said Terrill, an Air Force 
Academy graduate from Char- 
levoix, Mich. "There is no re- 
spect down the chain of com- 
mand. There a no attention to 
duty." 


In a brief statement, the Air 


Force said Lavelle's relief from 
command in April "has served 
the interests of discipline by its 
punitive impact and by placing 
commanders on notice that the 
Air Force does not and will not 
condone the manner in which 
Gen. 
Lavelle discharged his 


duties." 


The Air Force said it "plans 


no further action in this case." 


Although this, 
in effect, 


closed the legal books in the 
Lavelle case, questions over ci- 
vilian control of the military 
and the armed forces disability- 
retirement system remain un- 
resolved in the view of some 
congressmen. 


Terrill filed the charge in 


June after the Air Force had 
announced that it planned no 
further 
disciplinary 
action 


against the general for 21 un- 
authorized bombing strikes by 
his planes between November 
1971 and last March.

With this serve 
low-calorie carrots and broc- 
coli and possibly a salad 
with lemon juice or a dash 
of vinegar rather than a 
high calorie dressing.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 


— Hopes continue to turn Into 
frustrations in the starch for a 
light plane mining for nine 
days with House Democratic 
Leader Hale Boggs and three 
other persons aboard. 


Four separate sightings were 


reported Tuesday, but all 
turned out to be dead-ends, as 
have all the leads so far in the 
search which has covered 148,* 
000 square miles of rugged 
Alaska territory between An- 
chorage and Juneau, the path 
of the missing plane. 


An electronically equipped 


HC130 aircraft was crisscross- 
ing the search area throughout 
the night Wednesday, and two 
Coast Guard cutters plied the 
waters of the Alaska coastline. 


Search officials were hopeful 


favorable weather would per- 
mit a "maximum search ef- 
fort" over the northern half of 
the search area. 


The plane has been misting 


since Oct. 16 with Boggs, 58; 
Alaska's tone Home member, 
Nick Begich, 40; Begich aide 
Russell Brown, 37, and the pi- 
lot, Don E. Jons. 38, of Fair- 
banks. 


The exhaustive air, land and 


search has been expanded to 
cover a 120-mUe-wide area and 
pilots have logged 1,080 hours 
in the air in the fruitless hunt. 


Hopes were raised momen- 


tarily late Tuesday at the re- 
port of a debris sighting in the 


Gulf of Alaska. The crew of a 
Coast Guard helicopter report- 
ed that "pieces of something" 
sighted about 30 miles offshore 
near Yakutat, midway between 
Anchorage and Juneau, turned 
out to be logs, cardboard boxes 
and cargo pallets, apparently 
discarded by a passing ship. 


The helicopter was dis- 


patched after a HC130 reported 
the debris, part of it orange.

Dear Dr. Lt;j»—Did you 


once comment on warts 
c a u s e d by a virus? One 
mother w h o s e child has 
warts laughed at the idea. I 
must have mislaid the article 
so could you please tell me 
if this is correct? 


Dear Reader — You can 


have the last laugh on your 
friend. Any competent der- 
matologist will tell you that 
all common warts are caused 
by a virus. They probably 
belong to a single species 
of viruses called the papo- 
vavirus. 


This doesn't mean t h e y 


are contagious or will spread 
from one child to another 
so don't worry about that. 
Most of the common warts 
that appear on the hands 
and arms and sometimes the 
face will have a normal life 
span of about one year This 
is an important thought to 
keep in mind in evaluating 
any torm of treatment. There 
are several different forms 
of treatments that doctors 
use. but usually this is not 
simply c u t t i n g them put. 
That'can cause infections 
and since the wart is a virus 
infection this usually means 
it comes right back. For this 
reason doctors often use liq- 
uid nitrogen to freeze the 
wart and then lift it out or 
electrodissection or o t h e r

- In the world of bureaucracy, 
there is a form to fill out on 
everything, even a bomb 
threat. 


Employes of the Sacramento 


County Welfare Department 
have been given a three-page 
set of instructions on what to 
do if someone telephones a 
bomb threat to the office. 


When talking to the person 


who says the office is going to 
be blown up, employes are 
asked to fill out this form: 


1. Time the call was received 


and concluded 


2. Exact words used to make 


the threat. 


3. When the bomb is set to 


explode. 


4. Where the bomb is located. 


Address and actual physical lo- 
cation within the building. 


5. What kind of bomb? What 


does it look like? How large is 
it? What kind of triggering de- 
vice: pressure, chemical <telay, 
time clock, electrical? Is it 
composed of liquid chemicals 
(nitrofclycerin) or solids (black 


6. Reason for placing the 


bomb. 


7. Descriptive information re- 


lating to the caller and location 
of call: Male or female, ap- 
proximate age, speech imped- 
iments, accents, language used, 
background noises, additwr*3* 
remarks.

tion bureau, extension 2221, and 
provide the above informa- 
tion," the instructions say.

"Did you make all these sac- 


rifices, Mr. Nixon, to save your 
own political face from right- 
wing criticism?" McGovern 
said at a rally on the rainy 
steps of the Dayton, Ohio, 
courthouse. 


"Ending the war is not going 


to be interpreted by intelligent 
voters as a reason to support 
Mr. Nixon because it would 
mean that he simply has dune 
something I've been advocating 
for many years," McGovern 
said later. 


In it all, there was an echo of 


what happened four years ago, 
when Nixon was campaigning 
against then-Vice President Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey. 


Amid speculation that Presi- 


dent Lyndon B. Johnson was 
about to halt bombing of North 
Vietnam, Nixon said in John- 
stown, Pa-, on Oct. 17, 19M, 
that, if the move would en- 
hance peace prospects without 
endangering American lives, 
"then we are for it." 


Tuesday night, McGovern 


was asked how he feels his 
presidential chances would be 
affected by a peace settlement. 


'•The point is that I don't give 


a damn," he said. "I think it's 
irrelevant how it affects me. I 
don't care what it does to my 
election—I want to end that 
war no matter whether it helps 
Nixon, whether it helps me."
